Johnston Hits Privilege at 


Conference in Chi- 


cago Today 


(By the Associated Press) 


CHICAGO — A national politica 


conference called by a committee o: 
railroad union men began today to 
form plans for participation in pri- 
maries and elections next fall. More 
than 100 labor leaders and repre- 
sentatives . of various minor politi- 
cal factions were expected to at- 
tend. 


A program of non-partisan politi- 


ca action which will result "in re- 
tiring from public life the servants 
of plutocracy and privilege" was 
urged before the conference by Wil 
liam H. Johnston, president of the 
International Association of Ma- 
chinists in convening the confer- 
ence. 


The organizations and groups 


represented, he declared, should 
"get together in the several states 
and work unitedly in the approach- 
ing primaries and in the fall elec- 


• tion and elect men who believe in 
fundamental American .principles." 


Mr. Johnston1 declared that 
at 


•the. present time "it -would be un- 
wise to even consider the formation 
of a new political party." 


"Let us coalize and work through 


existing organizations," he urged 
the conference. 
"The politicians 


are on the defensive, lets keep them 
there." 


Representatives of the 16 stand- 


ard railroad labor organizations 
whose leaders drew up the original 
outline of the present movement, 
and delegates from several,'farm- 
ers' bodies, the Socialist party and 
the Committee of 48 attended the 
meeting. - .

stamps of the dominant interests. 


I come now to the third of Wash- 


ington's * maxims, warning 
the 


American people against display- 
ing hatreds and partialities toward 
other nations. 
"Nothing is more 


essential" he said in his Farewell 
Address. 


"than that- permanent, invet- 
erate antipathies against par- 
ticular Nations, and passionate 
attachments for others should 
be excluded; and that, in place 
of them, just and amicable 
feelings toward all should' be 
cultivated. 
The Nation, which 


indulges 
toward 
another 
an 


habitual hatred, or an habitual 
fondnes, is in some degree a 
slave 
Against the insid- 


' uous wiles of foreign influence 


(I conjure you to believe me, 


'fellow citizens) the jealousy of 


a 'free people ought to be con- 
stantly awake; 
since 
history 


and experience prove, tnat for- 
eign influence is one of the 
most baneful 
foes of Repub- 


lican 
Government. But that 


jealousy, to be useful, must be 
impartial; else, it .becomes the 
instrument of the very influr 
ence to be avoided, instead of 
a defence against it. 
Exces- 


sive partiality for 
one nation, 


and excessive dislike of another, 
cause those,whom they .actuate 
• 


to see danger only on one side, 
and serve to- veil'and. even sec- 
ond the arts of influence on 
the other. Real patriots, who 
may resist the intrigueg of the 
favorite, 
are liable to become 


suspected and odious; while ita/ 
tools "and dupes usurp the ap- 
plause 
and 
confidence of the 


•people, to • surrender ttieir in- 
terests." 
. 


The foreign policy of the United 


States during 
the .past six years 


has apparently been built upon the 
exact reverse-of this admonition-of 
Washington. '-All the powerful ma- 
chinery of official propaganda has 
been directed toward .building up 
in the American -people an invet- 
erate and undying hatred for Ger- 
many, Russia-and Mexico. At the 
same time, .all: the. diplomatic ma-. 
»h<i«mr • of 
nnr 
flovflmiment. to- 


as declaratory of American foreign 
policy, which seemsl to me to be 
particularly significant in view of 
subsequent events. ' -Upon his ar- 
rival at Southampton, Ambassador 
Harvey, as reported in the cable 
dispatches dated May. 10, said to 
the people of England: 


"You.Lave more than our 


sympathy, for. there never was 
a time when America felt so 
keenly the moral 
obligations^ 


she owes to her mother coun-^ 
try." 
This was the first time, I believe, 


in many long years that an Amer- 
ican official had had the indiscre- 
tion to refer to England as 
the 


"mother country," although I be- 
lieve that Ambassador Page and 
some of our . previous Anglophile 
ministers had felt the same syco- 
phantic emotion. 


On May 19, 1921, Ambassador 


Harvey again addressed the British 
people at a banquet given in his 
honor by a titled'gathering of no- 
ble lords and ladies, who have :yp- 
icalfy named themselves the "Pil- 
grims," in memory of that brave 
band of martyrs whom 
the an- 


cestors of these earls 
and dukes 


persecuted and drove out of Eng- 
land. On that occasion he said: 


"I shall fail mise/ably in my 


mission to the grievous disap- 


/ pointment of my chief, if I do 


not so greatly strengthen those 
bonds of friendship and mutual 
helpfulness that hereafter our 
respective 
governments will 


not only prefer durable- agree- 
ments to tentative compromises 
as between themselves, but will 
instinctively approach all world 
problems from the same angle 
of common aid and inseparable 
concern." 
A little later in the same address 


Ihe following remarkable passage 
appears: 
"Surel^ the 
realization of 


this plain purpose would con-* 
atitute a long step in the direc- 
tion of the perfect understand- 
ing- which would be bound to 
follow. No less surely, move- 
over, does that realization ^ap- 
pear attainable when, as I re- 
joince to testify of my own 
knowledge, the Xing and Pres- 
ident see eye to eye and sense 
the yearnings of the peoples to 
whose services their lives are 
proudly dedicated." 
If these were the words of an 


irresponsible American citizen, it 
would be possible to ignore them 
as beneath the contempt ol the 
American people. But they were 
delivered by an Ambassador of the 
United States, who specifically stat- 
ed that'he "spoke with the knowl- 
edge and approval of the President. 
Moreover, njonths 
have elapsed 


since this sensational 
speech was 


made, and there has been no word 
from the White House to indicate 
that what was said upon this oc- 
casion did not truly voice the pur- 
poses and plans of the President. 
On the contrary, every important 
step in the foreign policy of the 
United States since that day has 
squared exactly with these I'eclara- 
' tions. 
How far those who presume to 


dictate American 
foreign 
policy 


propose to travel tlong this road is 
clearly 
indicated 
by a further 


statement of Ambassador Harvey 
at the Pilgrim banquet: 


' "Who can reckon the value 


- 
of the final1' removal of this 
barrier against the potential, 
though not of course political, 
amalgamation 
of these 
two 


mighty forces, in part, at least 
civilized, and in the whole as- 
suredly civilizing?" 
"These two mighty forces," 
of 


which the Ambassador speaks with 
such complete assurance 
are the 


British empire 
and the 
United 
States. This "potential amalga- 
mation," this merger of our foreign 
policy with that of Great Britain, 
was, even more boldly declared by 
Rear Admiral Sims less 
than 
a 


month thereafter when he said: 


"The English-speaking peo- 


ples are coming together in the 
blods of comradship, and they 
are going to run this round 
globe." 
It is in this spirit that the for- 


eign policy of the, United States 
is today 
being conducted under 
President OHardinK just as it was 
under President Wilson. • 


Washington's warning was . in- 


tended primarily to check the nat- 
ural, but none the less unwise, hat- 
red of the colonists,for Great Brit- 
ain^ from whose' imperialistic con- 
trol they had only recently 
won 


their, liberty. Today we need an- 
other Washington 
to 
lead the 


American jeople in 
re-establish- 


ing their'liberty and re-asserting 
their 
independence. / 
. 


We come finally to-Washington's 


fourth maxim, which is well known 
to all true Americans, warning'his 
country-to steer clear of entang- 
ling alliances, with- all other, 
na- 


tions. But because it is well "known, 


mercisl relations,.to have with 
them as little political connec- 
tion as possible. So far as we • 
have already formed 
engage- 


ments,-let them be 
fulfilled 


with perfect good faith, 
iiere 


let us stop.' Europe has a set 
of primary interests, which- to , 
us have none, or a .very re- 


- mote relation. Hence she must 
•be engaged in frequent contro- 
versies, the causes of which are 
essentially foreign to our con- 
cerns. 
* * * .Our d«tach- 


cd and distant situation invites 
and enables us to pursue- a dif- 
ferent course. 
* * * Why 
forego'the 
advantages of so 


peculiar a situation? Why quit 
our own to stand upon foreign 
ground? 
Why, by interweav- 


ing our destiny with that of 
any part of Europe, entangle 
our peace with 
prosperity m 


the toils of European ambi- 
tion, 'rivalship, interest, hu- 
mor, 
or caprice? 
It is 
our 


true policy to steer 
clear of 


permanent alliances with any 
portion of the foreign world.' 
i'or more than,a. hundred years 


the foreign policy 
of the govern- 


ment of the 
United. States was 


guided in 
accordance with 
this 


maxim. 
It was proclaimed and 


acted upon not only 
by all, the 


early presidents, but by every pres- 
ident from Washington 
down 
to 


the Lime of Woodrow Wilson. The 
nation grew great and prosperous. 
Its relations, with all other nations 
wer-3 on the whole amicable, mar- 
red only by three minor wars, and 
by every nation in the world its* 
position and policy were respected 
Five years ago, when we entered 
the World war, we took the fatal 
step which has since resulted m a 
complete abandonment and reversal 
of this traditional American policy. 


Wilson brought back with 
him 


from Paris a League of 
Nations 


and a treaty which interwove our 
destiny with that of Europe, and 
renounced our sovereignty in favor 
of the 
dictates of the 
supreme 


council of the League' of Nations. 
That league and that treaty have, 
thank God, been 
defeated, and 


their defeat has been ratified- by 
the American people by the most 
overwhelming majority ever cast at 
a presidential election. 


But that lesson has apparently 


been lost upon the present admin- 
istration, or else the {orces which 
controlled President 
Wilson and 


also control President Harding are 
so powerful that they both prefer 
political extinction to resistance to 
their dictates, - The ink - is hardly 
yet dry upon the signatures of the 
delegates of the United States to 
new 
treaties and a new alliance 


which in many respects are more 
iniquitous and fraught with greater 
perils to the United States «">" 
was the treaty of Versailles. 
I am not concerned about 


China attempt' to rise and throw 
off the domination which the Wash-' 
ington conference has sealed and 
delivered to Japan over all of China 
and Siberia. 


I wish also to direct your atten-

two great foundation stones—Free- 
dom and Independence. Freedom 
in our domestic affairs—Independ- 
ence in our foreign relations. To 
these great souls among our fore- 
fathers whose high ideals inspired 
the American Revolution and the 
Declaration of Independence. Free- 
dom, meant not only the absence of 
arbitrary restraints 
and 
despotic 


tyrannies, but also equally of op- 
portunity for every citizen. By in- 
dependence they 
understood 
and 


intended not only a refusal to be 
subject to any other nation, but also 
the refusal to enter 
into alliance 


and partnership with other nations, 
even upon terms of equality, to ad- 
vance their schemes of imperialism 
and conquest. They knew thst all 
such 
partnerships 
and 
alliances 


meant the inevitable destruction of 
independence. 
They knew,

that unless substantial equality of

It was to save taxes and to prevent' 
the bankruptcy of thesBritish Em- 
pire that all the stupendous propa- 
ganda machinery of the world was 
released to insure the success -of 
the Washington conference. 
I do 


not propose upon this occasion to 
attempt a thorough and detailed 
analysis of these treaties. I merely 
wish to call your attention 
to 


the fact that the so-called "Four- 
Power Treaty" is nothing more or 
less than a binding alliance with the 
three great imperialistic nations of 
the present time, which pledges the 
United States to place all her re- 
sources of men and money at their 
disposal whenever they are at- 
tacked. 


But it may be said we are boiKjd 


not only to .act if the insular pos- 
sessions of these 
nations 
within 


the area of-'the Pacific.should.be at- 
tacked. This is merely camouflage. 
When war comes and a nation is 
attacked, her possessions in every 
quarter of the globe ar.e attacked. 
So it is that /e will be bound, if 
we ratify this, treaty to send our 
sons once more to the assistance of 
the British Empire if any of

oppressed peoples who are today* 
crushed under the neel of her gov- 
ernment-should dare to-rise in open 
rebellion and make war against her.'

How Big Five Packers Ruthlessly Control Prices 


Senator La Follette Tells How Livestock Industry Is Being Threatened; Recent Agricultural Conference Packed With Packers; Hov They Are Hamstrjngh ; 


The Federal Trade Commission

N THE 16th of December, Mr. 


George W. Armstrong of Fort 
Worth, Texas, appeared before 


the Senate Committee on Finance to 
testify on behalf of the producers of 
live-stock. 


Ho spoke for a tariff on cattle, hid«s, 


and 
frozen meats 
imported from- 


Argontine and other foreign countries. 
He urged the imposition of a tariff es- 
pecially as a check upon the power of 
the packers in manipulating the price 


• of cattle produced by the American 
farmer and cattle-raiser. 


He cannot be classed as radical.' He 


is a capitalist, largely interested in the 
manufacture of iron and steel and in 
other lines of business. He is engaged 
extensively in farming and stock-rais- 
ing. He is a large breeder of cattle, 
having run a herd of from six thousand 
to ten thousand head which he has now 
reduced to two thousand head. He has 
conducted every branch of the busi- 
ness. He spoke of the Packers as his 
"personal friends" nnd a's having been 
"aflsociated with them in business." 
He had no personal bias against them1, 
He has evidently been close enough to 
the Beef Trust to get an inside view of 
its operations. 


Mr. Armstrong said: 


"I am a cattleman; have been 


engaged in the business for ten 
years, and in every branch of the 
business. *, * * 


"The Packers can put the price 


up or down whenever it suits them. 
They can kill beef in South Amer-' 
ica and bring it in here and ma- 
nipulate the market tq suit their 
purposes. If we are not 'good' as 
they think we ought to be they 
can say, 'Well, now, we will just 
bring in a lot of beef from South 
America and keep this market 
down, and we will see if we cannot 
.freeze out a lot of these people who 
'are not the right sort and let a 
new 'crop' come that may have a 
little sense.' * * * 


"Having the plants in South 


America and having the power to 
manipulate this market by bring- 
ing beef in here whenever it suits 
them, or taking it somewhere else, 
we are at their mercy, and that l.o 
too much power for one set of men 
to have over the destiny of an- 
other. 


"I have !ost money every year 


during the last ten years except 
two and only made money one 
year, and think that I have given it 
the right sort of thought. I think 
I have operated the business as it 
should be. I am able to make 
money in other lines of business, 
but it is not in the cattle business. 
It is an impossible business under 
the existing conditions and the 
cattle men are broke. I think the 
Government is going to have to go 


further than the tariff. I am not 
here to advocate it before j'our 
committee."" But there is going to 
have to be something done yet or 
the cattle industry is a thing of the 
past. 
, "To let this industry, that is 
suffering as it is now, be stifled— 
and it is going that route at a * 
much faster rate than you gentle- 
men think—disaster is sure to re- 
sult. * • • 


"I do not pretend for a moment, 


gentlemen, to say that the 'tariff 
is going to solve this question. * * * 


- This is but a step and the only one 


that is being considered, because 
if you do not want that Industry 
to perish you have jot to regulat* 
the packer. * * •' 


"I am speaking of the American 


Packers. Gentlemen;-.let me say 
this again, that I am not unf riend- 
ly'to the packers. They are my . 
personal friends. I have been as- 
sociated with them and they do not 
regard me as unfriendly. But they 
have got too much power, and that 
power ought to be curtailed, and 


( 
this is but a step in that direction." 
It is not often that a man of wealth, 


a "personal friend" of the Packers, one 
who has been "associated with them in 
business," appears before a Congres- 
sional committee to urge that the Pack- 
ers be "regulated;" that "their power 
be curtailed;" and to warn stolid and 
indifferent law-makers that unless the 
strangie-hold of this great monopoly 
be broken, "disaster is sure to result" 
and that "the cattle industry will be a 
thing of the past." 


I asked Senator Sheppard of Texas 


if he knew the man. ,He said that 
George W. Armstrong of Fort Worth, 
Texas, is a gentleman of the highest 
integrity and is one of the substantial 
business men of the Southwest. He is 
the author of a book • entitled "The 
Crime of '20," in which.he deals with 
some of the wrongs which have been 
imposed upon agriculture. 


I also learned that when it became 


known that President Harding was to 
call a conference on "AgricuIturarDe- 
pression" that George W. Armstrong 
was suggested to Secretary Wallace as 
one of the representative fanners of 
the country who should be invited to 
attend that conference. 


Mr. Armstrong was not invited. 
But among those who were invited 


to this Farmers' Conference I find the 
names of 


J. Ogden Armour, Packer. 
Charles H. Swift, Packer. 
Thomas Wilson, Packer. 
Three of a kind! 
What the Big Three of the Packers' 


Combine could have told that Confer- 
ence about some of the real causes of 


the ruin of the agricultural industry—if 
only the truth were in them—would have. 
been a good and plenty! 


But the Packers were not invited to, th« 


Conference to incriminate the Beef Trust, 
by laying bare its unlawful methods of 
depressing the prices of cattle, hogs, 
sheep, butter, cheese, milk, poultry, eggs, 
grain, nnd Bother farm products before 
buying their, upland thereafter exploit- 
ing and victimizing the helpless public by 
exacting from them, in a monopoly-con. 


• trolled market excessive prices for meat, 


and other food products. 


No, they were not there for that pur- 


pose. 


The Packers were there to "sit on the 


lid." Their very presence, as the Invited 
guests of the President and his Secretary 
of Agriculture, was in the nature of a no- 
tice to the Conference of the cordial rela- 
tions existing between the White House 
and the Packers, if not an absolute guar- 
anty that the great wrongs which the 
farmer and the consumer have suffered 
at the hands of Packer Monopoly, was, a 
tabooed subject in that Conference, or in 
Packer parlance to be "canned, or "kept 
in cold storage" until the Conference ad- 
journed. 
• » • 


An intensely interesting contribution 


to the burning subject of the causes of 
agricultural depression might very eagily 
have been furnished, if the Administra- 
tion had invited the Federal Trade Com- 
mission to tell the Convention all the 
Commission knows about the Packers. 


The Federal"Trade Commission would, 


I am sure, have been only too glad to ac- 
cept such an invitation, if President Hard- • 
' ing had only suggested to his Secretary 
of Agriculture that he invite the Federal 
Trade Commission instead of the Packers. 


Among other things the Federal Trade 


Commission could have told the Conven- 
tion that the Commission had investi- 
gated the Packers very thoroughly and 
from the records, files, books of account, 
copies of agreements, letters, and other 
written documents belonging to the Pack- 
ers, had secured overwhelming proof that 
they were conducting their business in 
violation of law to the great and lasting 
injury of the farmer, the ranchman, and 
the public. 


It would not have been necessary for 


the Federal Trade Commission to go into 
the details of all the evidence it had se- 
cured against the Packers. Jt would have 
been quite sufficient for it to say that 
without taking very much of the Conven- 
tion's time it would quote briefly from a 
summary of its Report, a copy of which- 
is on file with the President and the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. 


And thereupon—if the Commission had 
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.Business Manager 


only been invited to appear before this 
Convention on Agricultural Depression— 
It could have proceeded to quote briefly 
from the summary of its Report as fol- 
lows: 


"It appears that five great packing • 


concerns of the 
country—Swift, 


Armour, Morris, Cudahy and Wilson 
—have attained such a dominant po- 
sition that they control at will the 
market in which they buy their sup- 
plies, the market iirwhich they sell, 
their products, and hold the fortunes 
of their competitors in their hands. 


"We have found that it is not BO 


much the means of production and 
preparation, nor the sheet momen- 
tum of great wealth, but the advan-. 
tage which is obtained through a , 
monopolistic control of the market 
places and means of transportation 
anc! distribution. 


"The producer of live stock is at 


the mercy of these five companies 
because they control the market and . 
the marketing facilities and, to some 
extent, the rolling stock which trans- 
ports the product to the market. 


"The competitors of these five con- 


cerns are at their mercy, because of 
the control 'Of the market places, ' 
storage facilities, and the refrigera- 
. tor cars for distribution. 


"The consumer of meat products 


is at the mercy of these f!«3 because 
both producer and competitor are 
helpless to bring relief. 


"Five corporations, Armour & Co., 


Swift $ Co., Morris & Co., Wilson & 
Co., Inc., and the Cudahy Packing 
Co.; hereafter referred to as the 
'Big Five1 or 'The Packers,' together 
with their subsidiaries and affiliated 
companies, not only have a monopo- 
listic control over the American meat 
industry, but have secured control, 
similar in purpose if not yet in ex- 
ter/, over the principal substitutes 
for meat, such as eggs, cheese, and 
vegetable oil products, and are rapid- 
ly extending their power to cover 
fish and nearly every kind of food- 
stuffs. 


"The monopolistic position of the 


Big Five is based not only upon the 
large proportion of the meat business 
which they handle, ranging from 61 
to 86 per cent, in the principal lines, 
but primarily upon their ownership, 
separately or jointly, of stockyards, 
car lines, cold storage plants, branch 
houses, and- the other essential fa- 
cilities for the distribution of perish- 
able foods. 
. 


"The control of these five great 


corporations, furthermore, rests in 
the hands of a small group of indi- 
viduals, namely, J. Ogden Armour, 
the Swift brothers, the Morris bro- 
thers, Thomas E. Wilson (acting un- 
der the veto of a small group of bank- 
ers , and the Cudahys. 


"The combination among the Big 


Five is not a casual agreement . 
brought about by indirect and ob- 
scure methods, but a definite and 
positive conspiracy for the purpose of 
regulating purchases of Jive stock 
and controlling the price of meat, the 


term* of the conspiracy being found 
in certain documents which art in our 
possession. 


"The power of the Big Five in the 


United States has been and i» being 
unfairly and illegally used to 


"Manipulate live-stock markets; 
"Restrict interstate and' interna- 


tional supplies of foods;. 


"Control the prices of dressed 


meats and other foods; 


, 
"Defraud both the producers of 


foods and consumers; 


"Crush effective competition; 
"Secure special privileges from 


railroads, stockyards companies, 
and municipalities: and 


"Profiteer. 
"The most satisfactory single in- 


dex of the proportion of the meat in- 
dustry controlled by the Big Five is 
the fact that they kill, in round fig- 
ures, 70 per cent of the live stock 
slaughtered by all packers and butch- 
ers engaged in interstate commerce. 
In 1916 the Big Five's percentage of 
the interstate slaughter, including 
subsidiary and affiliated companies, 
was as follows: 


Cattle 
82.2 


Calves 
76.6 


Hogs 
61.2 


Sheep and lambs 
86.4 


"The business of the packing com- 


panies originally was limited to the 
slaughter of live-stock and the dis- 
tribution of meat and animal prod- 
uts and by-products. Now, however, 
they are rapidly extending their con- 
trol over all possible substitutes for 
meat—fish, poultry, eggs, milk,'but- 
ter, cheese, and all kinds of vegetable 
oil products, and 
have 
secured 


strategic points' of collection, prepa- 
ration and distribution of these 
products. 


"These strategic positions, which 


serve not only to protect the controls 
whic?i the big packers have already, 
acquired, but to insure easy conquest 
of new fields, are: 


"Stockyards, with their collateral 


institutions, such as terminal 
roads, cattle-loan banks, and 
market papers. 


"Private refrigerator car. lines for 


the transportation of all kinds of 
perishable foods. 


"Cold-storage plants for the .pres- 


ervation of perishable foods. 


. "Branch-house system of whole- 


sale distribution. 


."Banks and real estate. 
"The purposes of this combination, 


which for more than a generation hag 
defied the law and escaped adequate 
punishment, are sufficiently clear 
from the history of the conspiracy 
'and from the numerous documents 
already presented, namely: • 


"To monopolize and divide among 


the several interests the distribution 
of the food supply not only of the 
United States but of all countries 
which produce a food surplus, and, as 
a result of this monopolistic position, 


"To extort excessive profits from 


the people not only of the United 
States but of a large part of the 
world."
